I. PUBLIC HEARINGS OF SCHEDULED APPLICATIONS BEFORE THE BOARD   
 

1. Case 182-125 (7/26/12, Rehearing): Hudson Library Street Assoc., LLC., 253 Main Street, Nashua, 
requests a Variance to allow the change of use from multi-tenant commercial to a multi-family 
residence for property located at 39 Library Street, Hudson. [Map 182, Lot 125, Zoned TR, HZO 
Article VIII, Section 334-28, Nonconforming Uses, Structures and Lots.] 
 

2. Case 247-088 (7/26/12): James and Donna Monty, 2 Cherry Street, Hudson , requests a Variance to 
allow the existing shed to remain within the side and rear setbacks. The shed is located 7 feet from 
the side-yard setback and 10 feet from the rear-yard setback, were 15 feet is required in both cases.

Waiver to allow the existing garage to remain within the wetland setback.   [Map 179, Lot 007, Zoned
